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The  General  Counsel  is 
the  chief  law  officer  of  the 
Department.  He  is  assisted 
by  a Deputy  General  Counsel, 
and  by  four  Assistant  Gen- 
eral Counsels  in  charge  of 
legal  work  arising  under 
the  various  programs  admin- 
istered in  the  Department, 
together  with  their  staffs, 
consisting  of  divisions 
under  the  supervision  of 
chiefs.  The  field  attor- 
neys on  the  staff  of  the 
General  Counsel  Act  as 
legal  advisors  to  the  field 
officers  of  the  Department. 

The  General  Counsel  re- 
presents the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Admin- 
istrator of  the  Farmers 
Home  Administration  in 
civil  actions  arising  under 
the  Farmers  Home  Act  of 
I9I4.6  and  also  represents 
the  Secretary  in  proceed- 
ings before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in- 
volving freight  rates  on 
farm  commodities  and  in 
appeals  from  the  decisions 
of  the  Commission  to  the 
courts.  By  special  assign- 
ment of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Counsel  for  Litigation 
represents  the  Department 
in  certain  classes  of  cases 
before  the  United  States 
Courts  of  Appeals.  All 
other  civil  litigation 
affecting  the  Department  is 
handled  by  the  Department 
of  Justice,  with  the  Office 
of  the  General  Counsel 
assisting  in  the  prepara- 
tion and  trial  of  such 
cases.  Criminal  cases

Some  facts  about  tubercu- 
losis of  the  lungs  might  be 
helpful  to  you,,  Though  it 
is  communicable,  tubercu- 
losis is  not  considered  high- 
ly contagious c.  Tuberculosis 
germs  do  not  fly  about  in 
the  air,  but  can  be  trans- 
mitted by  direct  contact 
with  a person  who  coughs 
with  mouth  uncovered,* 

Physicians  say  we  are  fre- 
quently in  contact  with  peo- 
ple who  have  tuberculosis 
and  do  not  know  it®  Since 
we  cannot  always  avoid  it, 
we  should  keep  our  bodies 
strong  in  order  to  resist 
the  disease o Improper  eat- 
ing, worry,  and  lack  of  rest 
lower  your  resistance® 

Progress  has  been  made  in 
the  treatment  of  tuberculo- 
sis* If  discovered  early, 
cases  may  require  shorter 
periods  of  hospitalization* 
After  rest  and  treatment,  a 
person  can  be  cured  and  re- 
sume normal  life*  There  is 
no  danger  of  transmitting 
the  disease  to  others  when 
an  individual  has  recovered 
from  tuberculosis  * In  fact, 
doctors  feel  we  are  safer  in 
contact  with  persons  who 
have  been  cured,  than  with 
others  who  may  be  ill  and 
do  not  know  it® 

Early  diagnosis  is  of 
prime  importance 0 Note 
these  warning  signals  of 
tuberculosis : Fatigue, loss 
of  weight,  coughing,  indi- 
gestion and  poor  appetite, 
chest  pain,  rough  throat, 
and  blood  in  the  sputum  (a 
danger  signal)®  None  of 
these  symptoms  means  that 
a person  has  tuberculosis, 
but  each  may  be  caused  by 
the  disease  and  should  not 
be  ignored® 

Early  tuberculosis  may 
have  no  signs,  but  may  be 


discovered  by  chest  X-ray* 
Regular  annual  health  check- 
ups by  your  doctor  and  chest 
X-rays  are  most  important* 
Free  chest  x-rays  are  avail- 
able at  the  City  Health  De- 
partment or  by  the  Dallas 
'IB  Mobile  X-ray  Unit. 

SAFETY  NOTE;  As-  overexer- 
tion lowers  resistance  to 
disease,  it  can  lower  re- 
sistance to  accidents*  Do 
not  drive  when  tired  or 
sleepy  I Better  to  arrive 
safely  later,  than  to 
chance  indefinite  delay  from

connection  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  various 
programs* 

The  General  Counsel 
issues  both  formal  and 
informal  opinions  on 
legal  questions  arising 
in  the  administration  of 
the  Department’s  pro- 
grams and  provides  a var- 
iety of  other  legal  ser- 
vices, such  as  the  prepar- 
ation and  review  of  admin- 
istrative rules  and  regula- 
tions applicable  to  the 
public,  the  drafting  of 
proposed  legislation,  the 
preparation  and  interpret 
tation  of  contracts,  mort-

The  General  Counsel  also 
serves  as  general  counsel 
for  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  and  the  Fed- 
eral Crop  Insurance  Cor- 
poration, agencies  within 
the  Department®
